Preface. 



TT^ROM the midst of party-strife research has brought 
X^ forthi in aharpkf defined lineaments, the heroic figure 

of Gfustamu Ado^phiu, and hoe placed his plane and 
doings in the dear Ught of history. It behoves Art to mirror 
hack the picture of the "Lion of the North^\ as it lives in 
the heart of the people since the day of Breitenfeld^ and 
as it stands in its human greatness in recent research ako; 
an inspired hero, to whom aU others look up in admiration; 
a man filled wiA piety, in whom the religious fervour of 
the BeformaHonriime revives again; a royal general, whose 
triumphal career is the salvation of Ttc^estamtism, 

To paint this picture in living colours before the soul, 
only a few characteristic moments of this triumphal career 
are required by the tonal art. The music depicts the landing 
of the royal deliverer, so ardently longed for, at the mo- 
ment of supreme need, in June 1630 (Scenes 1 and j9); the 
people's devotion and the soldiers* enthusiasm in camp on 
the Havel for the valiant hero (Scenes 3—5); and gives ea> 
pressiony in the spirit of the time, to the deep anxiety about 
the beleaguered city of Magdeburg, and to f Ae terrible ^lock 
of its destruction (Scenes € and 7). 

The scene next shows the king in the fulness and 
greatness of victory before the gates of Munich, in May 1632; 
the rejoicings over BreitenfM follow (Scenes 8 and 9); the 
liberation of Germany as far as the hereditary lands of 
Austria is completed (Scene 10); the capital of the League 
opens its gates; and, great in his success of arms, greater stiU 
in the proof he gives of Brotestant toleration and Christian 
humiUty, the king makes his triumphed entry (Scene 11), 
And both as hero and conqueror he appears also on the 
night before Luteen, November 1632 (Scene 12); his death 
is swallowed up in victory; Love shows itself strong as 
Death (Scene 13), and over the fallen hero the lamentation 
of the survivors is as a vow of eternal fidelity, as a con- 
fession of hope that is secure of victory (Scene 14), The 
place for such acknowledgment was attested by &e fact 
of the royal corpse being brought to a halt on its journey 
in Luther'^s town of Wittenberg — a fad which to his con- 
temporaries was fuU of significance— Plough it appears 
prActble that it was not in the Castle chapel, but in the 
town church, that the bier reaUy rested. 

The grateful, loving and enthttsiastic reverence which 
accompanied the hero-king on his conquering career, finds 
expression on the Ups of the soldiers and the people; and 
again it is heard in the words of the heroic Bernard of 
Weimar, to whom, for his sincere confession of faith and 
his German sentiments in the retinue of the king, the fore- 
most place is due; it appears most strikingly in the loveable 
personality of August von Leubelfing, the young Nuremberg 
page, who was mortally wounded at the battle of LOtzen, 
and who died and was buried at Naumburg. The best 
spirit of German nationality is brought vividly before us 
in the character of this youth who, with German faithful- 
ness, attaches himself, living or dying, to his bdoved master. 

Composed in thorough accordance with the spirit of the 
age, the poem does not disdain to turn to account numerous 
religious and secular songs of the time of the Thirty Years^ 
War and the Beformation. The music has also^ here and 
there, awakened eld tunes to new life, as, for instance, in 
the chorus of Swedish soldiers (Scene 2), which is founded 
upon a Swedish melody written in the year 1600; in the 
battle song (Scene 5); the song of Magdeburg (Scene 6); and 
also in the king'*s words of home-sickness in his last mono- 
logue (Scene 12) Swedish airs are again heard. 

And thus in sacred song shaU he live again—the great 
king to whom Germany owes so much. And he is worthy 
of this posthumous fame. He loved music too, and simple 
airs; and often on his war-marches did he sit, lute in hand, 
dreaming in sweet sounds. And, like to his young page 
Leubelfing, may the national soul of Germany be ever bound 
in loyalty to the hero-king!
